The published order of Gen Lewis to the mil- 
itary to turn out yesterday luornini: mu»t haTe 
beeii understood by the military M a'.l nam — for 
the order was not honored by as much us a corpor- 
al's guard of auy cotupativ, aud in consoque;ic« 
there was no military turnout. 

The magnitude of the general bamboozle, how- 
ever, was not so great as to prevent those Ameri- 
cans who had shouldered arms the day before to 
reappear in t'uii force, and hold themselves in 
readiness for action whenever tin- time might 
come. At an early hoar, it was known that the 
military would not turn out, aud so the volunteers 
urepared themselves to do unaided whatever 
work might be ordered. They formed in com- 
■ m :md drilled i.i Lafayette S .-Mia re, tmi oti- 
tained six pieces of cannon. The two shot* 
which were tired were for the purpose of clean- 
ing out two of the guns which had not been 
used in a long time. The men underarms look- 
ed determined and resolute, and not a few gave 
cent to their just indignation at being kern so 
long in uncertainty and suspense. 

Whilst every one awaited word from .Mayor 
Watermau, no word came, though it wa- rumor- 
ed around that he would be heard from soon. — 
Thus the Americans, and in fact the whole town, 
were kept in suspense until about one o'clock, 
whea the news was unread — certain but very 
vaeue news— that the Mayor hud made a peace- 
able compromise with the Vigilante. What sort 
of compromise this was we did not hear, sav e 
that it was one which yielded a great deal if not 
everything to the lawless, whilst nothing was 
gained for law and order— in other words, that 
whilst thev, the Vigilante, were to continue a* 
they had started, they were to be commissioned 
os "special policemen to serve uutil after tho 
election. Upon the heels of this news came the 
Mayor himself, who, from the steps of the City 
Hall, requested the Americans to lay down M 
arms and disperse— that he had efiected|a settle 
mentwith the f%KMM, -satisiaetory t;. both 
parties."

I accordingly ordered a detachment of the army 
to march for the City of Salt Lake, or within 
reach of that place, and to act in case of need 
as a posse for the enforcement of the laws. But, 
in the meantime, the hatred of that misguided' 
peope for the just and legal authority of the Gov- 
ernment had become so intense that thev resolv- 
ed to measure their military strength with that of 
the Union. They haveorgauized an armed force 
far from contemptible in point of numbers, and 
trained it, if not with skill, at least with great' 
assi luity and persevereance. While troops of the j 
United States were ou their march, a train of 
baggage wagons, which happened to be unpro ' 
tected, was attacked and destroyed by a portion 
of the Mormon forces, and the provisions and 
stores with which the train was laden were wan- 
tonly burned In short, their present attitude is 
one of decided and unreserved enmity to the

Their determination to oppose the authority of 
the Government by military force has not'ouly 
been expressed in words, but manifested in overt 
acta of the most unequivocal character. 

Fellow-citizens of Utah, this is rebellion 
against the Government to which you owe alle 
giance. It is levying war against the United 
States, and involves you iu the guilt of treason 
Persistence in it will",bring you to coudign punish- 
ment, to ruin and to snamcj for it is mere mad- 
ness to suppose that, with your limited resources, 
you can successfully resist the force of this great 
and powerful nation. 

If vou have calculated upou the lorbearauce 
of mm United States— if you have permitted

W bat is thr I>*ue! 

li »ould be difficult for any one to say exactly 
what tlic issue i* between the two political par 
ties in Kentucky in the present canvass. The 
Democracy endeavor to make one question tht 
•L=sue in one quarU-r, but in another portion of the 
State they repudiate it ami raise another and an 
m/tm v mtmm wWm. In fact, there is no one 
very larj:*: portion of Democracy in Kentucky 
who can lay down any one question of national 
or Bute policy as the issue of the canvass that 
w ill not be rrjecteii by au equal number of mem 
bcrs of their own party. The only bond which 
unites tueer. is their insatiable love of office and 
its rewards. The personal appearance of the 
candidates can not be the issue between them, 
for McKee's.homeliiiesscau not be used against 
bim by a party whose editors used Col. Jones 
most vilely because he had the terrible misfor 
tune to b<* mm of tli* handsomest men in the 
i'tate, and one of the most gallant gentlemen to 
be found anywhere Beside, Revill is far from 
being an Adonis or an Apollo Belvidere. His 
ugliness is of a decidedly more ordinary cbarac 
ter than McKee's. And it won't do to make 
McKee's pronunciation the issue, for if every 
one in the State w ho offends the taste of sensitive 
Democrat* by saving vhar, votes for McKee, he 
will bo elected by the largest majority ever 
given in Kentucky for any one. 

The Common School System is not the issue, 
because there is no party in the State who is op 
posed to the Com mon School Svstem. It can't 
be the issne, because George R. McKee is a 
xealous friend of the present system of Common 
Schools, and has so declared himself, and we 
presume that Revill is equally friendly towards 
popular education The policy of the State up 
on this subject has been decided long ago, and it 
would be as sensible to introduce the Sunday 
Mail question into this canvass as it is toendeav 
or to force into it the subject of Common Schools- 
Neither of the candidates wiil ever have anv- 
tliing to do with Common Schools in the trans 
action of their duties, and it is the supremcst folly 
to prate about them. Besides, it won't do for Dem. 
oeratic pipers to m ike this the issue, when no 
long.-r ago than 1855 they supported Beverly L 
Clarke, who, according to their own argument, is 
a determined enemy of Common Schools, for an 
office which is intimately connected with the sub 
ject. Thee organs should be ashamed to dem 
agogue in the way they attempt to do upon this 
question, when their own support of Clarke un 
der similar circumstances has been of such re 
cent date, and when they know they would zeal 
ously advocate his cl.iims again if opportunity 
presented itself. Their hypocrisy is too evi 
dent. 

The former favorite Democratic hobby, of 
economy in public expenditures, won't do now; 
for no sooner were tlie Democracy in power than 
they showed the people that their ideas of ccon 
omy were confined to the administrations of 
their opponents and not to the state of things 
when Democracy happened to be triumphant — 
They were formerly accustomed to denounce 
Whigs for the expenditures of that party in de 
▼eloping the resources of the State, and in car 
rving on the Government in a creditable manner 
by providing proper institutions for the reception 
of the blind, the deaf and the dumb, and the in 
sane. Formerly Democratic editors were wont 
to foot up the annuil expenditures, and make a 
great outcry about taxation, without telling the 
people th.it the money spent went to sustaining 
the credit of the St tic. .and to objects highly nee 
MMf and useful. But the fact that the first 
time the Democracv got into power, they spent 
upwards of a thousand dollars more on Clerk 
MM alone than the Americans were accustomed 
to do, should prove an effectual estoppel on this 
•old way of deiuagopuing. Aud, then, add to that 



that ho was opposed to the law itself, and wished it 

wiped entirely from the statute book. But even if 
he was in favor of the law, as Democratic papers 
allege, he but followed in the footsteps of his great 
leader and personal friend, Henry Clay. Demo- 
crats affect to have a great veneration for the 
memory of that sagacious statesman, but they 
should remember that every word they utter 
against George R. McKee on this subject is just 
so much abuse of Clay, who was one of the 
principal advocates of the measure. In bis office 
as Clerk of the Court of Appeals, George R. 
McKee will have nothing to do with a Bankrupt 
Law, one way or the other. He is now certainly 
opposed to such a law. But if the Democrats in 
tend to make a Bankrupt Law the issue, what 
side will thej take? We rather think that, like 
Pillow they have dug the ditch on the wrong side 
of the wall. The present administration urged 
upon Congreas the paasage of an involuntary 
Bankrupt Law, applicable to banks and railways, 
and other State corporations. The Democratic 
members of the Kentucky State Senate endorsed 
this recommendation of the President, not ouljr 
as constitutional but as politic. Now the Bank- 
rupt Law which George R. McKee is charged 
with having once favored, — but which he now, 
having discovered his error, repudiates — was a 
voluntary law, leaving U at the option of indi- 
viduals to embrace its benefits or not. But the 
law which the Democrats of Kentucky, through 
their Senators, favored, but a few months ago, 
was an involuntary law, applicable not only to 
individuals but to the great financial agencies of 
the State. There is the greatest difference be 
tween an act which permitted those persons 
who desired it to place their ptoperty in the 
hands of commissioners for the benefit of their 
creditors, and an act which would compel our 
banks and railroads, if, on the eve of a great 
6naucial revulsion, ther were temporarily em 
barrassed, to place their assets in he hands 
of federal commissioners, to be dealt with ac 
cording as federal authorities may see fit. — 
The old Bankrupt Law has been dead for fifteen 
years; the proposed law was to have been acted 
upon last winter; and in view of the question 
coming before Congress the Democratic Senators 
virtually approved of the passage of such a law 
as that recommended by Mr. Buchanan. We 
throw down the gauntlet and dare our Democrat 
ic cotempories to make this the issue, they stand 
ing as advocates of the administration's policy, 
and McKee being opposed to it. The people of 
Kentucky would have no hesitation in choosing 
between the two candidates upon such a:i issue. 

We would willingly make Lecompton the is 
sue, but the Democracy utterly refuse to accept it 
as such. We would willingly stand, as we have 
always stood, the advocate of popular sovereign 
ty — of the right of the people in forming a State 
Constitution to settle their institutions to suit 
themselves—; but the Democracy will not make 
it the issue. The L°compton Dem >cratic Congress- 
men virtually yielded the main point of dispute 
in the English bill, by submitting the land ordi 
nance to the people of Kansas and making the 
acceptance or rejection of the Lecompton Consti- 
tution depend on the acceptance or rejection of 
the land ordinance. This was a queer way of 
managing business, but Lecomptouites were com 
pelled to give up and sought out this subterfuge 
as a means of avoiding an open retreat. The 
Democratic Convention which nominated Wood 
refused to endorse the President's Kansas policy, 
wisely steered clear of Lecompton, aud invited trie 
most notorious anti Lecemptonites to a full fol 
lowship in the Convention. The Democracy of 
make Lecompton a test of De 

is no necessity for making Lecompton a test of 
membership of the Democratic party in Kentucky 
The fact of a man's agreeing with McKee in op 
position to the President's Kansas policy does not 
injure his standing in the Democratic party in 
this State. He would still be invited to their Con- 
ventions and meetings, and, as a matter of course^ 
would stand a chance of getting the nomination; 
and his position upon this subject would not pre 
vent Democrats from voting for him. We sub 
mit, then, that it is ridiculous to ask Lecompton 
men to vote against McKee because he is anti 
Lecompton, and at the same time beseech anti 
Lecompton men to vote for Revill because he it a 
Democrat. What is sauce for the goose is sauce 
for the gander, but Democrats arc unwilling to 
recognize t'ie truth of the rule in this Lecomp 
ton business. We think we are justified in 
saying that the Democracy have refused to make 
Lecompton an issue in this State. It would be 
folly to make atopic, outside of personal quali 
ficaiions, the issue in a canvass for the Clerk- 
ship of the Court of Appeals, and ignore the same 
topic in a canvass for the Judgeship of the same 
Court 

What, then, is the issue? The American party 
of Kentucky should not forget the objects for 
which they cast aside old party ties, and to which 
the Democratic candidate stands opposed. Of 
the two candidates in the field, one believes in sa 
credly guarding the rights of citizenship by pla 
cing proper guards around the ballot box, and by 
so amending the naturalization laws that foreign 
ers will be obliged to stay in this country uutil 
they understand our Constitution and laws, be 
come acquainted with the form and imbued with 
the spirit ol our free institutions, divest themselves 
of the prejudices and jealousies and false ideas 
of liberty taught them in their native land, and are 
capable of exercising the rights of suffrage and 
of self government in an inteligent manner; the 
other beiotigs to a party which very generally 
holds to, and was nominated by a Convention 
which expressed and applauded, the pernicious 
doctrine that if there fhould be any difference 
made between the native born citizen and the 
foreigner, it should be made in favor of the lat 



mit them to vote for members of Congress; the 
other assumes the untenable position that Indi 
Illinois, Michigan, and other Northern 
have the right to permit foreigners who 
have not been in the country a year, and free ne- 
groes and Indians and Chinese and Malays, who 
owe no allegiance to the Government of the Uni 
ted States and who are legally entitled to uo 
protection from our flag, to take part in the Fed- 
eral Government by voting directly for mem- 
bers of Congress, and indirectly for United States 
Senators aud President. One would place the 
American Government in the hands of the Aroer- 
can people; the other would permit the refuse 
from the jails and poor houses of Europe, red re 
publicans, and the very scum of the Earth to take 
part in it. 

George R. McKee believes that the Supreme 
Court of the United States is the only legal tri 
bunal to expound the Constitution, and that that 
court alone can set aside an act of Congress. R. 
R. Revill stands upon a platform which declares 
the right of each State in the Union to decide 
for itself whether an act of Concress is constitu 
tional or not, and if deeming it unconstitutional 
to nullify and set it aside at pleasure by legisla 
live enactment — a doctrine which would give 
Northern Abolitionists the right to repudiate and 
resist the Fugitive Slave Law. 

In short, one is conservative, the other is rad- 
ical; one would have tilings as they are, the oth 
er is a revolutionist; one would build up, the 
other would tear down. The one belongs to a con 
servative Union loving party, the other belongs 
to a party largely composed of secessionists and 
nulliflers. One belongs to a party which would 
allay agitation, the other belongs to a party which 
will die as soon as agitation ceases. The one be 
longs to a party which would cement the bonds 
of the Union, the other belongs to a party whose 
organ* ridicule Union speeches, and which is con 
stantly suspendng the sword of disunion and its 
accompanying terrors over the heads of the people 
Let Keutuckians choose between them.
